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9. (amended) A method of enhancing the cytotoxic effect of TNFa, comprising 
administering a therapeutically effective amount of an NF-kB inhibitor in conjunction with the 
intratumoral administration of TNFa, whereby the cytotoxic effect of TNFa is increased 
compared to that which would occur in the absence of said NF-kB inhibitor. 

10. (amended) A method according to claim 9 wherein said NF-kB inhibitor is 
administered simultaneously with said TNFa. 

11. (amended) A method of enhancing chemotherapeutic cytotoxicity in a subject 
treated with intratumoral TNFa, comprising administering to the subject a therapeutically 
effective amount of NF-kB inhibitor in conjunction with the administration of TNFa, whereby 
the cytotoxic effect of ^id/I^NFa is increased compared to that which would occur in the 
absence of NF-kB inhibitor .
